Agricultural Interoste. 

Last yoar the Grits and froo-tradera suc- 
oveded in forcing upon the country part of 
their favorite doctrines, by which Amori- 
can produce was admitted into Canada 
free of duty; andthe wise and bene 
ficial enactments of the session before 
wero swept away,without giving an oppor- 
tunity for the formation of opinion whoth- 
er the duties on U.S, produce then imposed 
had been of sufficient benefit to warrant 
the continuance of the same. The result 
was, as might have been expected by other 
than free-trade theorists, disastrous, The 
first effect of the repeal of theso duties was 
to seriously ombarrass Gur representative on 
the Joint High Commission, then in ses 
sion in Washington. As it happened, just 
at the timo this legislation was had here, 
Sir John was in troaty with the American 
commissioners for a renewal of reciprocity 
between the countries, and had received o 
proposition which, if not all that could be 
desired, was yot probably but the precur- 
sor of a more liberal offer, but, so soon as 
the news reached Washington that our 
rights were to be thrown away, tho Yan- 
koos, with charactoriatic ’cuteness, with- 
drew their offer, This was the first effect 
of the suicidal action of our amateur tariff. 
tinkers, 

This rosult was foreseon by Mr, Bowell, 
the member for North Hastin, whe, in 
endeavoring to prevent the repeal of the 
duty impesed upon grain, on tho 4th of April, 
1871, moved the following amendment, 
which was lost: 

“That in view of negotiations now pending 
in Washington betwoon representatives on the 

art of the British Emplro and the United 
tates, touching questions which may lead to a 
renewal of the Reciprocity Treaty, it ls, in the 
opinion of this House,inexpedient to rej the 
duties now imposed upon certain articles, en- 
umerated In section two of tho Bill, as amended ; 
bo It therefore Zesolved, that the Bill do not now 
pass, but that it bo referred back to t! 
mittee of the Wholo, for the purpose of 6: 
ing allt! s between the word ‘Co! 
the words heroby repealed,” in section two 
of the sald Bill,”

A strong feeling adverse to this unfair 
discrimination against our own interests 
has sprang Up in the country, and has 
strengthened as the unfavorable operation 
of the action of the one-sided free-trade 
policy became more fully developed by 
time, This dissatisfaction found expres- 
sion in the House of Commons shortly 
after the session which has just been 
brought toa close, was begun. Mr. Francis 
Jones, representative of a rural constituency, 
laid the grievances of his constituents in 
the pepeses before the House, as did other 
mem whose constituents had suffered, 
in like munner, The result, after consider- 
able opposition, was that a Committee to 
enquire into the matter Was formed, and 
questions bearing directly upon the sub- 
ject ‘were sent to farmers, millers and 
Others interested in the trade. This Ooms 
mitted reported, though unfortunately, 
from various causes, too late in the seamon 
for ita report to be adopted and legislation 
founded thereon. The report bas, however, 
been published, and from it we gather the 
following facts, which atrongly austain the 
position taken by the Lt lyat of the 
much-sneered-at “ Nation olicy.” Kyen 
after the report had been mutilated by the 
free-trade membors of the Committeo, it 
sbow: 


1st, That about fourteen hundred les 
of the questions were forwarded to | 
agplcalenristy and millers, and to a number 
of others besides, and that 206 anaw 
been received up to the 10th inat.,"the date 
of the report.

2rd.» The quéstion whether it is for the 
interest of: the Dominion to continne to 
admit prsbeiconlscnien free, while Canadian 
produce nai over the border has to pay 
8 duty of 20 por cent, has been answe: In 
the affirmative by sixteen farmers and nine 
millers while 84 farmers and 88 millers give 
negative answors, 

4th. To the question what duties, if any, 
should be imposed on foreign four and pro- 
duce, sixty-two farmers and fifty-five millers 
say—duties on American produce exactly 
the samo as the Americans impose on ours, 
while twenty-three farmers and forty-five 
millers advise duties ranging about half the 
the Amorican duties; and fourteen farmers 
and.six millers are of opinion that no duties 
at all should be imposed. Some of those 
who advise no duties add-—under ~any clroum 
stances—while others, as in answering the 
gecond qneation,appear to bo influenced by the 
belief that keeping our ports open to Ameri- 
con produce will, after some time, have the 
effect of induclog the Americans to open 
their ports also, 

5th, Anawora received to the fourth ques— 
tion appear t@ lesye po doybt as to the fact 
that tho free admission of fndian sore has a 
material eflect in reducing the price of coarse 
grains in Canada, 

6th.—The cultivation of the sugar beet and 
the manufacture of sugar there is advo- 
cated by nine-tenths of those who answer 
the question in regard to it, appropriate 
legislation helng sysgested for the encourage- 
ment of the manyfaptyre. The question as 
to the removal of the duty on Moin esgrotn 
leaf tobacco, and allowing it to remain on 
forelgn-grown fs answered doubtfully, but 
the majority appear to answer in the affirma- 
tive. ‘The cultivation of flax, and the en- 
couragement of the manufacture of lnen 
goods by proper logialatjqn are recommended, 

7th. The answers received to questions six 
and seven appear to establish the fact 1) 
with Reciprocity the American market is the 
best for our producers gomerally, while with~ 
out it the eastern markets of the Dominion 
are the best. Barley finds its best market 
in the United States, whilo Britain is the 
best market for peas. For Canadian flour, 
however, the British market is gonorally 
spoken of as being extremly unreliable and 
unsatisfactory:

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A Terrible Accident 
on the Grand Trunk, 


Sixteen Persons Killed, 
66 INJURED. 


From Saturday's Daily Intelligencer. 

An eccident, unbappily attended with 
heavy logs of life and fearful injury to many 
persons, occurred to the midpight express 
on Saturday, 22nd inat., about a mile below 
Shannonville Station, near Milltown, 
on the Grand Trunk Railway, 

1B ACCIDENT, 

Mr, R. N. Roddy, of Peterboro', a gentle- 
man in whose employ most of the peuple 
injured were—principally French Canadian 
raftemen returning home after their season's 
labor—gives us an intelligent version ot the 
effect of the accident, as follows: The 
train was on time, and just after leaving 
Shannonville, Mr. Roddy, who was a passen- 
wer in the first-class car, went into the 
second-class to talk with the foreman of hia 
gang, Joseph Rozon. He returned to his 
seat in the first-class car, and had just com- 
posed himself lor aleep, when he felt by the 
unusual jumping of the car, that it was off 
the track, Ina moment the car stopped, 
He then jumped out of the train and found 
that the engine, the baggage car, the second. 
class passenger car, and the smoking car 
had left the track, The baggage car, which 
was next the éngine, had shot forward to 
the left, the engine had turned oomplétely 
around, and on its forward end the second 
class cur was upheaved, the smoking car 
resting partly on the other end, The firat~ 
class Car was partly off the track, on which 
the Pullman car remained, A vast amount 
of steam was escaping, the safety valyo of 
the engine having been broken in the colli- 
sion, and the hot steam was rushing right 
through the second-class car—crowded to 
its utmost capacity—scalding all who were 
confined within its bounds, 

Mr, Roddy’s first care was to rescue Mrs, 
Callender from the window of the second 
classcar, Two of her little daughters who 
had been with her, lay beneath the ruins, 
quite dead, The engineer, Jolin Hibbert, 
of Toronto, lay about two yards off, also 
dead, alongside of his engine, and partly 

oyered up iu the debris. The car then 
ook fire, but a few pails of water extin- 
guished the flames. The door of the 
second class car was then forced open with 
crowbars, and some of the still imprisoned 
passengers liberated, ‘wo of these were 
so beverely scalded that they died shortly 
aftér removal into the air. — Seyeral of the 
passengers were in the smoking car, nong of 
whom were severély injured, though a few 
bad severe contusions, and none escaped 
without a slight scalding. The rescued 
ass¢ngers who were still alive were then 
aid On the grass, covered with blankets as 
far as possible, and all arrangements pos- 
sible for their relief for the time improvised. 
Messengers were also dispatched for as 
sistance, In a reasonably short time, a 
locomotive arrived, > and the killed and 
wounded were shipped on the train and 
brought to the Belleville Stution. 

Mr. Burdett, the firat medical man sum- 
moned, went down to the scene of the &c- 
cident, and was very active in extricating 
the sufferers and directing and assisting 
in their shipment on the train for conyey- 
ance here, 


AT THE STATION. 

Arriyed at tho station here about 3 
clk, Saturday morning,the medical men of 
the town were summoned to relieve the 
bodily sufferings of the injured, and the 
thinisters of the various congregations to 
aid their spiritual wants and minister to 
the dying. Muttrasses' were procured, and 
the large freight shed was turned into a 
temporary hospital, where the patients 
recelye every possible attention. The 
medical men and their assistants —conspic- 
uous amongst whom are many members of 
the Young Men’s Qhristian Association— 
are unremitting in their attentions, whilst 
the ministers of the gospel vied with each 
other in their zealin the administration of 
their sacred office, each and’ all’ of every 
denomination receiving their careful atten- 
tion, 
@ Sight was one to bafile description, 
and will live long in the memory of those 
who witnessed it. The terrible cries of the 
sufferers rent the hearts of the lookers-on, 
who made every possible effort to grant 
their requests for water, stimulants, and 
food, ‘Their contortions, under the in- 
fluence of their terrible injuries, were fear- 
ful to witness, whilst prayers, and cries, and 
premonitions of approaching dissolution, 
were bere and there heard, After the 
injured arrived here, some of them passed 
away, & Lappy relief being afforded from 
their dreadful agonies, ‘Those who were 
the least injured walked about, swathed in 
bandages, and conyersed freely about the 
occurrences of the night. 


CARE FOR THE SUFFERERS, 


The medical men, the clergymen, the 
ladies who had yolunteered in numbers to 
attend the injured and suffering people, and 
the gentlemen who assisted in the humane 
work, were active in procuring supplies of 
tea and cofted, iced water, food of the most 
tempting description for those who were 
inclined to eat; stimulants to revive the 
sinking, fresh bandages of cotton and cotton 
batting to swathe the limbs of the poor mut- 
ferers, and all other necessaries and luxuries. 
Eyorything, in fact, which could be thought 
of was procured to allay the agonies of those 
who suffered from the awful scalding which 
they bad passed through. Here might’ be 
seen # lady holding a cup or glass of cooling 
drink to the lips of some poor thaimed 
person, unable to satisfy his wants; thore a 
medical man or one vf hia volunteer assiat~ 


ly speculated upon, but we shall await the 
result of the inquest rather than venture to 
give currency to rumors which are afloat. 
At tho laquest there js every reason to 
believe that a most searching investigation 
will be made,

Two TuovsanD Mites or Ick.—A letter 
from St, John’s, Newfoundland, in the 
Evening Post, gives the following descrip- 
tion of the unprecedented fields of ice ;— 
“Since early in January enormous fields of 
ice, sometimes 200 miles in breadth, have 
been passing these shores in almost a con- 
tinuous stream. The thickness ef this 
Huld ice 1s from twenty to thirty feet, The 
distance between Baffin’s Bay, where the 
ice-flelds are formed, and the waters of the 
Gulf Str where the masses are dissoly- 
ed, is from 1,500 to 2,000 miles. Jt may be 
affirmed without any exiggeration that a 
riyer of ice varying trom 50 to 100 miles in 
breadth, and 2,000 miles in length, has been 
for three months pouring incessantly its 
contents into the tepid waters of the Gulf 
Stream, The winter has been fearfully 
ind the quantity and thickness ol 
the ice unprecedented. The conseqnence 
to our seul fishery have been ruinous. 
Dunng nearly the whole of March and part 
of April northeaat winds prevailed, by which 
this huge stream of i6@ wan deflected and 
pressed upon our shores in a close “pack,” 
filling every bay and inlet, with masses of 
ice and completely blockading the whole 
coast, with the exception of a fow intervals, 
when the wost wind loosened the “pack” 
and drove it out to sea, The enormous 
quantity of ice which is carried in this way 
from the polar regiona to warmer tompera~ 
tures no arithmetio could calculate.”

BY-LAW NO.-- 


BERBAS the Municipal Council of the 
Township of Madoc is desirous of 
assisting the Ontario and Quebec Railway 
Company by way of Bonus to the amount of 
twenty-five thousand dollars, subject to the 
conditions and provisions hereinafter men- 
tioned, 

And whereas to carry the said last recited 
object Into effect, it fa necessary for the sald 
Municipality to raino the said sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars in the manner herein- 
after mentioned, 

And whereas the amount of the whole 
rateable property of the sald Municipality, 
irrespective of any fature increase of the 
same, and also irrespective of any in~ 
come to be derived from the temporary io- 
vestment of the Sinking Fund hereinafter 
mentioned, or any part thereof according to 
the last revised Assessment Roll of the sald 
Municipality belng for the year one thousand 
eight bundred md seventy two, was two 
hundred and fifty-seven thousand fivé hun- 
dred and seventy-seven dollars, 

And whereas it will require the sum of 
twenty-elght hundred dollars to be raised 
annually by special rate fur paying the said 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars and 
interest on debentures to be lasued as hereln- 
after rprorideet 

And whereas the existing dobt of the sald 
Municipality is nothing and the interest 1s 
nothing. 8 

And wherdas for paving the interest and 
creating © Sinking Fund for paying the said 
twenty-five thousand dollars as hereinafter 
mentioned, it will require an equal annual 
special rate of eleven millson the dollar in 
addition to all other rates to be levied in 
each year. 

Bo it therefore enacted by the Municipal 
Council of the Township of Madoc as follows : 

lst. That a Bonus of Twenty-five thousand 
dollara be granted to the Ontario and Quebec 
Railway Company, subject to the terme and 
conditions heréjnafter apecified. 

2nd. That in order to procure the sald sum 
of twenty-five thousand dollars as aforesaid, 
the Municipal Council of the Township of 
Madoc shall issue debentures of the sald cor~ 
poration to the amount of or extent of the 
said eum of twenty-five thousand dollars, to 
bw sealed by the c@rporate seal of the sald 
Manicipality, and be signed by the Reeve 
and Treasurer thereof, and no one of such 
Debentures shall be less than one hundred 
dollars. 

8rd. That the said Debentures be made 
payable in twenty years from the date here» 
inafter appointed for the By-law to take 
effect at the office of the Treasurer of the 
said Municipality,and shall have attached 
Coupons for the payment of the interest 
thereon, 

4th. That the said Debentures shall bear 
interest at the rate of alx per cent annum, 
‘which interest shall be payable half-yearly 
ah office of the Merchants Bank, Belle- 
ville, 

Sth, That for the purpose of forming a 
Sinking Fund forthe payment of said Deben- 
tures, and a fund for the payment of the in- 
terest thereon at the rate aforesaid to become 
due thereon, an equal special rate of eleven 
mills on the dollar shall be in addition to 
all other rates levied and collected in each 
year upon all the rateable property of the 
said Municipality during the continuation of 
the said Debentures or any part thereof, 

6th.—That the said sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars shall,and may be pald to 
the said Ontario and Quebec Railway Com- 

pany as hereinbefore mentioned in such 
ebentures to be issued as aforesaid, and 
taken and received by the said Company in 
payment of such Bonus at par value, 

7th. That the Reeve shall deliver the de- 
bentures to be signed and issued as aforesaid 
to Trustees to be appointed in accordance 
with the Aot of the Ontario Parliament fin 
that bebalf, 

8th. That this By-law shall take effect on 
from and after the firat day of September in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-two. t 

Provided always, and it is hereby declared 
that this By-law is passed subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

Ist, That the aid Ontario and Quebec 
Railway shall be graded and rails laid from 
Toronto to the Bast boundary of the Town- 
ship of Madoo, or from Ottawa to the Weat 
boundary of the Township of Madoo, before 
the debentures issued for the sald Bonus shall 
be available to use by the said Ontario and 
Quebec Railway Company. 

2nd. It is alao understood that no part of 
‘said debentures shall be used by the said 
Ontario and Quebec Railway Company except 
said line of Railway shall comejwithin half a 
mile of the village of Madoc, 

8rd. It is alo a part of the cond{tions that 
in the event of a Railway being built from 
the southern part of this county up the 
valley of the River Moira to the line of the 
Ontario and Quebec Railway, that the Com- 
pany building said Railway shall have rua- 
ning powers over the Ontario and Quebec 
Railway, between the villages of Bridge- 
water sod Marmora, on such terms as shall 
be agreed upon by arbitrators appointed by 
the two Companies, it being always under- 
stood the Ontario and Quebec Railway Com~ 
pany shall have the first claim for the right 
of way.
